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I. The firſt particular ſuggeſted by the text is; 
the happineſs of Iſrael; Happy art thou, O Ifracl— 
Theſe words were uttered by Moſes the laſt 
before his death; and were probably a pretliction 
of their ſtate in Canaan. But whether conſide-- 
ed as retroſpective, prophetical, or applicatory to 
the particular time, when they were uttered, I 
conceive, is immaterial ; they are true in each 
reſpect. If happineſs in this world be uninterrupt- 
; ed proſperity, ſome nations may have been as hap- 
Py, as Iſrael. But this is not an accurate idea of 
_ worldly happineſs. That nation ſhould be eſteem- 
ed happieſt, which has the beſt means of religion 
and virtue ; for inſeparable from theſe is happi- 
neſs. rae! then was happy, becauſe with that 
nation was depoſited the true religion. 80 
thought the Apoſtle ; what advantage hath the 
Jew ? Much every way, ſays he; carzeLy becauſe 
that unto them were committed the oracles of God. In 
this nation was preſerved the acknowledgment 
of the unity of God, while all others fell into 
polytheiſm ; in this nation were preſerved ſome _ 
juſt notions of the worſhip of God, while all oth- 
ers fell into abominable rites and corruptions. 
But eſpecially let it be remembered that to this 
nation were given a conſtitution and laws, writ- 
ten with the finger of God, or delivered in thun- 
ders from his mouth. Further; they were, in a 
{ſenſe different from all other nations, the immedi-. 

He gave them 
laws; he affixed penalties, and executed them;
